FLIES BECOMING WORRIED 



Five more weeks will the ill-fa'ted 
fly find it difficult to lireed along the 
M;iin Line, because the General Fly 
(lanipaign Committee has made arrange- 
ments to retain the inspector until the 
llfteenth of dune. 

."Special attention is being given to 
llie breeding ]daees because alter all 
tliis is the source of all the tronble. 

ilr. Maxwell, the insj)ector,- who was 
originally engaged liy the Committee 
for six week.s, will continue the inspec- 
tion for the Committee until the middle 
of .lune. 

Over two hundred fly breeding [ilaces 
have been inspected. Jlost of them have 
been cleaned up, and the balance li:i\e 
been given a lindted time to do so by 
the Boards of Health. These include 
sta!!des, refuse- in liaek yards, cess-pools, 
leaky gai^iage cans, cliiidven liouses, pig 
l)eiis, and dumps. 

It is the intention of most everybody 
to hound the flies to death and finally 
make it so umif tniclive to them that 
they will leave in disgust, because of 
the imjiossibility to lay their eggs in 
filth. 

Clean up days saw the cleaning up of 
hundreds of fly breeding places, and the 
people arc realizing, as never before, the 
necessity of preventing the fly from 
])ropagatiiig its kind. Whenever on(> 
puts in its a]ipearance, the many swat- 
ters !ire lirouglit into use, or if they 
wauder Jiround the home of many of 
the school children, they are enticed 
into the traps, which arc being made 
in large numbers. 

Two flies killed now are worth twelve 
million, nine hundred sixty thousand on 
.July 10th, so the scientists tell us. This 
shows how epiickly they multi]dy. If 
they all lived a normal life, two flies 
in early June would be responsilble for 
four and one-half sextillion flies by the 
end of Septem'ber. Fortunately, they 
do not all live, but enough live on to 
endanger our lives with typhoid fever, 
tn'berculosis, cholera, dysentery, pa.ra 
typhoid fever, and infantile jiaralysix. 

The police are kee])ing a close watch 
on the men who haul ashes and rubbish, 
anod then dump it on open lots. OfTi- 
cers Reichner and Arthur arrested 
James Lyman, of Philadeliihia, and 
.lames Natnle, of Admore Park, during 
the past week for dumping on a proper- 
ty on Wynnewood Avenue, Morion. 

The residents of the whole Main 
Lino are urged to rcjiort such infringe- 
ments of the law to the General Ply 
Campaign Committee, Merion Title 
Building, Ardmore; also any place that 
may breed flies. The inapector, with 
authority of the Boards of Health, will 
make every effort to have the mcmice 
corrected.

Xow tliiit tlu' ^rrat .s])i-iiis iiiifjtviilion 
is (in; iuid pvcry I'ow ilnys ndd a new 
note to tlie i-lmrns in tlie tree-tops, wo 
arc ill! oH.joyiiif;' to llio fnll, tlio bcanty 
nnil ninsie, of tlie roturninf; liinls. 

But how many ot' ns i^ivo any serions 
consideration to llie great vaiiie of tlio 
songhirds in onr eeonomic life? 

During tlie war when tlic food situa- 
tion was aeute, J wrote to tlie Pennsyl- 
vania Secretary or A^ricnltiire for in 
formation concerniiif; the losses to grow- 
ing crops throngh inscvct posts, and 
the fignres sent me for the year IMG 
were sufficiently startling. I qnoto from 
his letter: 

Loss to the wheat crop $3,660,203 

Loss to other grains, includ- 
ing corn, rye, oats, buck 

wheat, hay 15,298,235 

Loss to potatoes 2,413,232 

Loss to fruits l,64-t,l;jO 

Loss to tobacco cro)) 683,400 

Total ili23,()<)!»,310 

These figures do not include damage 
by insects to stored grains, cereals, 
flours, nor losses in animal husbandry, 
which wmild easily liriiig the gr;ind to- 
tal to the conservative estimate of 
forty millions. 

This is I lie liill in one state for one 
year! 

When this lo.^s throughout tlie nation 
had readied the total of a billion did- 
lars annually, the Bureau of Hiolgical 
Survey began extensive studies of the 
food of binls by examiiiat ion of stom- 
ach contents. 

The results of these investigations, 
wliich a.re avaihi.lile in many interesting 
bulletins, established be\ umi question 
the fact that our iiatve soiig-'ldrds, as 
a check to insects, pests, are one of our 
gre;\test national assets. Therefore no 
effort slioubl be spared to |)rotect and 
conserve them. 

In this series of short articles, it 
is proposed to discuss the various bird- 
groujis, their feeding Iiabits and econo- 
mic value to man, in the hope that 
greater interest may be aroused in their 
protection.
